Newly Elected Members Wil 
Demand Their Seats on the 
National Committee, 


IF SCHEME SUCCEEDS 
IT'S “GOOD BYE” 10 TAFT 


First Real Test toCome Thurs- 
day When Howell, Recently 
Elected by Nebraska Repub- 
licans, Will Demand Place 
Held by Victor Rosewater. 
Howell Makes a Statement. 


Chicago, June 2.—Friends of Colonel 
Roosevelt annougced today that the 
first real gest of strength between 
their candidate and President Taft will 
come next Thursday when R. B. 
Howell, of Omaha, nationa] republican 
committeeman-elect from Nebraska, 
will demand to be seated as the suc- 
cessor of Victor Rosewater, acting 
chairman of the national republican 
committee, prior to the hearing of con- 


tests by that body. 
To Make Determined Fight 

The Roosevelt managers are prepar- 
ed to make a determined fight to have 
Mr. Howell seated and if they succeed 
they will demand that Bc:den D. Whit- 
ing, of New Jersey; Thomas K. Nicd- 
ringhaus, of Missouri, anc other na- 
tional committeemen-elect chosen 
either by direct primary or state con- 
vention be seated. 

. By this means they may succeed in 
controling the national committee and 
deciding whether Senator Elihu Root, 
of New York, shall be recommended as 
temporary chairman of the convention. 

Harry 8S. New, chairman of the sub- 
committee on arrangements for the 
convention, declined to discuss the 
plans of the Roosevelt leaders, but in- 
timated that he believed the national 
committee would not seat Mr, Howell 
Or any other committeeman-elect un- 
til after the adjournment of the con- 
vention. He also expressed the opin- 
ion that the national committee would 
approve of the selection of Senator 
Root as temporary chairman and in- 
dorse the plan adopted for the distri- 
bution of convention tickets. 

Mr. Howell arrived here today armed 
with a certificate signed by Governor 
Aldrich, of NebrasKa, and the secre- 
tary of state, auditor, treasurer and 
attorney genera] of that state, setting 
forth that he was regularly elected to 
the office April 19, 1912. 

Howell Makes Statement. 

Mr. Howell, after conferring with 
Secretary Sims, of the national Roose- 
velt committee, issued the following 
statement: 

“I have heretofore made no public 
statement as to my intentions in the 
matter of claiming a seat in the re- 
publican national committee when that 
body meets next Thursday to consider 
the claims of contesting delegations. 
Hiowever, some time ago I did com- 
municate my \iews to the managers of 
the Roosevelt campaign respecting my 
right to immediate recognition as the 
national committeeman from Nebraska.

NEEDED BY Tar 


In Order to Defeat Roosevelt 
For the Nomination, 


New York Herald Says Only 
National Committee, by Use 
of Steam Roller, Can Put 
Taft Over—Colonel Will 
Bolt if Roller Is Used.

Washington, June 2.—(Special.)— 
With Theodore Roosevelt’ steadily 
gaining in strength and within 88 
votes of a majority, President Taft 
practically standing still, though lack- 
ing only 52 votes, the center of polit- 
{cal fight has been transferred to Chi- 
cago. The national committee will 
meet on June 6, in that city, to take 
up the contests. The committee now 
favors Taft, and by a resort to machine 
methods can yet put Taft over. 

lf Steam Roller Used. 

The New York Heralg in its sum- 
mary of the political situation today 
says that should the steam roller be 
used, as it has been ever since parties 
were formed, and Taft's nomination 
put through by methods which the 
Roosevelt managers would question, 
that a rump convention would be 
more than likely at which Mr. Roose- 
velt would be the nominee. The Her- 
ald continues: “It practically rests 
with the national committee to decide 
the contest. President Taft made no 
gains during the week and suffered 
a serious defeat in New Jersey, where, 
under the primaries, Mr. Roosevelt ob- 
tained the state’s 28 delegates. As 
things now stand the president has 
488 delegates instructed, pledged, or 
favorable to him, 

“The Taft managers lay claim to 
many -.more. Adding his New Jerseys 
28 votes to his total of last week, Mr, 
Roosevelt now has a total of 452 dele- 
gates or within 88 of @ majority. Only 
22 delegates remain to be chosen, 10 
from South Dakota, of which Mr. 
Roosevelt is reasonably sure, 6 in Ari- 
zona and 6 delegates at large from 
Ohio.”’ 

Woodruff’s Significant Statement. 

Timothy L. Woodruff, of New York, 
gave-out an interview, which is high- 
ly significant. He said that as a 
Gelegate from the Empire State, he 
would, of course,,observe the ‘“under- 
standing” that was had when the thir- 
teen Kings county delegates were 
chosen and vote for Taft, but when it 
appears that there is no longer any 
chance of Mr. Taft’s nomination, he 
will go to Roosevelt in preference to 
a third man. 

“I am sincerely for Taft as long as 
he has any chance of the nomination,” 
says Woodruff. “We will follow the 
Taft managers as long as we fee] they 
are sincere in their advocacy of the 
president and are not keeping him in 
the race for the purpose of cloaking 
a move for a third candidate. 

“Frankly, as between Roosevelt and 
any third man, | should much prefer 
the colonel. Of course, if I thought 
he was a menace to the country, as 
some people do, I would be against 
him, But I don’t have such a bad 
opinion of him.” 

Mr. Woodruff formerly served as 
lieutenant governor of New York 
when Mr. Roosevelt Was governor, and 
Mr. Roosevelt when president practi- 
cally dictated the selection of Wood- 
ruff as state chairman in New York. 
Surely Mr. Woodruff feels very kind- 
ly towarg Mr. Roosevelt. gut he will] 
not desert Taft, it is said, simply to

Havana, June 2.—Es.enoz, the leader 
of the negro insurgents, has captured 
and burned the town of Lamava, on the 
branch line of the Cuba railroad, 30 
miles from Santiago. The government 
gave out this information tonight. 

A column of regulars, commanded by 
Major Sanguily, had occupied Lamava 
for the last two devs, but sallied forth 
last evenitng.in search of insurgents. 
Hardly had the regulars left when Es- 
tenoz. with 800 men, attacked the 
handful of rurales. Citizens armed 
themselves and attempted oppose 
the insurgents, but were compelled to 
retreat, losing several wounded. Es- 
tenoz then entered the town, which he 
burned and ‘sacked. 

The flames were seen by Major 6San- 
guily’s command, which hastened back, 
burt found the town destroyed. The in- 
surgents retired into the hills. La- 
mava Was a small place, composed of 
about seventy houses, the inhabitants 
of which were mostly negroes. 

Many Encounters Keported. 

Encounters between regulars and 
rebels are reported to have taken place 
near Daiquiri and ar other places, 
without decisive results. The general!

More Waiters Go Out of New 
York Hotels, 


New York, June 2.—The International 
Hotel Workers’ Union which has em- 
barrassed more than two score large 
hotels and restaurants by calling near- 
ly 5,000 waiters and cooks out on 
strike during the past week, spent the 
day in reviewing its successes and 
adding, it was declared, hundreds of 
hotel workers to its membership. 

Union officials said ¢hat letters by 
the hundreds were being received. from 
waiters and chefs in nearby cities ex- 
pressing a desire to join the union, and 
if need be, to strike. 

The hotel managements had a quiet 
Sunday because the oppressively hot 
weather in town sent thousands away 
to the cooler resorts, ahd with skele- 
ton crews in kitchens and dining rooms 
they succeeded in serving patrons. The 
managers took advantage. of the day to 
recruit hundreds of strike-breakers, in- 


cluding girls in many instances, and 
asserted that they would fight to the 
last ditch before recognizing the un- 
ion.

OFFICER SHOOTS 
“TIGER” TO DEATH 


Policeman Lassiter Fires After 
Negro Had Tried. to 
Use Knife. 


A new chapter was added to the 
tragic history of Decatur street at 8 
o’clock last night, when Policeman J. 
T. Lassiter, one of the stalwarts of 
the Decatur street beat, killed Wal- 
lace Nelson, a desperate negro blind 
tiger, at Decatur and Butler streets, 
The poNceman fired after the negro 
had slashed at him with a knife and 
was advancing on him a second time. 
The keen edge of the weapon cut the 
policeman’s watch chain in two, and 
saved his life. The negro died in the 
Grady hospital shortly after he was 
placed on the operating table in the 
ampitheatre. 

‘y aint er golng to jail,” the negro 
declared when Policemen Lassiter and 
Tuggle approached him. “T’ll kill my- 
self one white “hag 

He was marking his way across De- 
catur street going in the direction of 
Gilmer on Butler, 
him to stop, and as he turned they 
saw him reach into his trousers’ pock- 
et and draw forth the knife. Before 
Lassiter realized what the negro was 
up to the black made a slash at his 
abdomen. Both men drew their guns 
and commanded the negro to throw. 
down his knife, threatening to shoot 
if he did not obey. 

The negro advanced with open knife, 
and as Lassiter fired his pistol the ne- 
gro turned and ran. He ran through

ON ATS LAST Lets 


Orozco Is Without Money and 
Without Ammunition, 


Rebel Leader Is Seeking to De- 
lay Matters in Order to Get 
Money and Arms—Rebels 
Resort to Desperate Means 
to Get Money. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, June 2.—Devoid 
of money and ammunition, the Mexi- 
can rebels in northern Mexico tonight 
are confronted with the most critical 
situation for them since the revolution 
began. If the rebel chiefs can delay 
the expected battle at Bachimba, they 
may be able to concentrate enough 
strength to deal a formidable blow to 
the government Failing, however, to 
get money and arms, the liberal chiefs 
fear disaffection among the men and 
disorganization. 

The money situation is by 
most serious and foreign residents 
have fled, taking large sums with 
them. Only about thirty Americans 
remain here and hardly any women or 
children 

The rebels have resorted to desper- 
ate means to obtain money and this, 
more than the fear of an expected at- 
tack from General Villa and Rabago 
has caused the exodus from here. To- 
day the rebels took $51,000 worth of 
clothing from a dry goods store here. 
From another store supplies worth 
$25,000 were taken. 

Saloons an@ gambling houses 
been closed, as in the last two 
more than 4,000 rebel troops have 
in Chihuahua receiving their pay.

A bullet through the heart ended 
the unhappy life romance of Mrs. 
Maud. Fowler Storey, a handsome young 
boarding house keeper of 261 East 
Hunter street, when she refused to 
accompany her husband, Benjamin 
Howell Storey, to an ice cream parlor, 
at 9:30 o'clock last night. The irate 
young husband fired three shots into 
the breast of his wife when she told 
him for the third time during the week 
that she would not live with him 
again. The woman died in the arms 
of W. T. Archer, a boarder, before the 
Startied’ guests in the house really 
knew what had happened. 

With smoking pistol in his 
Storey ran to the junk store 
brother, at No. 


hand, 
of his 
2 Moore street, a short 
distance away, and called up his broth- 
home, 100 Cherokee street, and 
told him of the shooting. 

“T have just killed Maud, and in a 
little while it will be all over with 
my earthly troubles,” he is said to 
have told his brother. 

Swallows Carbolic Acid, 

The police reached the East Hunter 
street house just after Storey left, and 
acting under instructions of Assistant 
Chief E. L. Jett, a cordon of policemen 
were thrown about the neighborhood, 
While the police were searcaing 
through the inky darkness, Storgy sat 
on the sidewalk on Connally near the 
cornér of Woodward, and after briefly 
contemplating his horrible deed, swal- 
lowed two ounces of carbolic acid. He 
died in frightful agony before the po- 
lice arrived. The body was found by 
Morris Rubin, a boy jiving at No. 41 
Connally, and M. Baum, of 81 Connally, 
rotified the police after he accompanied 
the terrified youngster back to the 
spot where the body lay cold in death, 

The shooting was dramatic and sen- 
sational in every detail, and was exe? 
cuted with such precision as to leave 
no doubt but that the crime was pre- 
meditated. 

It was a few minutes after 9 o'clock 
when Mrs, Storey, who had been sepa- 
rated from her husband, was summon- 
ed to the telephone It was her hus- 
band on the other end of the wire, and 
he demanded that she meet him at 
the corner of East Hunter and Moore 
street, a half square from the house. 
She refused at first, but when he 
cursed her and threatened to come up 
to the house and make a scene, she 
consented. 

Advised Her Not to’ Go, 

“She stopped just long enough to 
ask me if she should go to meet him,” 
explained one of the women boarders 
in the house, “and she explained that 
she was afraid to trust herself alone 
with him on the street. The lights 
were all out, and the street was in 
darkness, and I advised her not to 
za 
P Mrs. Store¢ had just stepped on the 
front porch after seeking the advice 
of her friend when she saw her hus- 
band coming in the direction of her 
home. She apparently did not wish 
him to start a racket, and walked to 
the front gate to pacify him, if pos- 
sible. 

“Maud, I want you to come to the 
corner and have a talk with me about 
alj this trouble,” he informed her. 

“I don't want to leave the house, I 
can't go,” she rephied. 

At this juncture, W. T. Archer, a 
boarder,* started for front gate. 
He said afterwards that he wanted to 
be near at hand to prevent Storey from 
attacking his wife. ; 

Opens Firé on Wife. 

“Who is that man, Maud?” 
asked hig wife. 

She informed him that Archer was 
one of the boarders in the house, and 
turned to go back into the house. 
““Well, Maud, this is the end of it,” 
and Storey sent three bullets from a 
32-calibér Iver-Johnson revolver ¢rash- 
ing into her breast. One of the Bui->

Search for Murderer. 

The police call squad composed of 
Policemen Hood, West, Palmer and 
Watson made a search of the neigh- 
Dorhood, tracking the footsteps of the 
Murderer from the East Hunter street 
house to the junk shop in Moore street. 
The track led to the office where the 
officers found footprints on a piece of 
newspaper upon which Storey was 
Standing while using the telephone. 
Several persons who were in the neigh- 
borhood saw him enter. There were 
bloodstains on the paper, and the po- 
lice feared then that Storey had kept 
Kept his word and had shot himself 
and dragged his way from the place 
to die in some secluded spot. 

Morris Rubin,a ladofl4 years, was 
frightened out of his wits 
Stumbled over the body of Storey lying 
en the sidewalk in Connally street. He 
had just heard of the murder in East 
Hunter street and was hurrying to his 
home, No. 41 Connally street, to avoid 
the spooks. He did not stop 
a@ second time at the prostrate form, 
but hurried home and informed M. 
Baum, who lives at No. 81 Connally 
street. Baum notified the police when 
he saw that the man on the sidewalk 
was dying.

Storey made himself 
obnoxious to the police, and he was 
eautioned to leave the vicinity several 
times. He wag recently before Judge 
Broyles on a charge of drunkenness 
and was placed under the care of Pro- 
bation Officer Coogler. He spent two 
weeks at the adult detention home. 

The last threats he made to his wife 
caused her to consult friends and rel- 
ativeg with a view of havine him ar- 
rested On a warrant. 

Marries ‘Second ‘Time, 

The wife was Miss Maud Fowler be- 
fore her marriage to Robert Wheeler, 
a thrifty and respected bartender. One 
child, a beautiful girl, was born to the 
first union, which was a happy one. 
Shortly after the death of her first 
husband she’ married Storey. He was 
then ambitious and highly-respected, 
and did everything to make his wife 
happy. After the birth of the baby 
girl, Inez, Storey became sniftless, and 
Was continually tn trouble. He drank 
to excess and was known to have a 
mean temper. 

His relatives are all highly-respect- 
ed and esteemed residents of Atlanta. 
His brothers are progressive business 
men, and were shocked over the 
of the double tragedy. 

The body of Mrs. Storey was turned 
over to Greenberg & Bond and pre- 
pared for burial.

LINER CARMANIA 
SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Saloon Quarters of the Cunard 
Vessel Gutted—Loss 
Very Heavy. 


Liverpool, June 2.—A_ serious fire 
broke out in the Cunard steamer Car- 
mania, lying at her dock this afternoon. 
The fire, which was extinguished this 
evening, was confined to the saloon 
quarters, which were pYactically de- 
stroyed. The damage is estimated at 
many thousands of dollars. The origin 
of the fire is not known. 

The Carmania had a narrow escape 
from total destruction. The flames 
towered above the bridge and smoke 
poured from every aperture amidships. 
At one time volumes of smoke arose 
from six different points, so rapidly 
the flames work from cabin to 
cabin. Several tugs came to the as- 
sistance of the firemen, and so much 
water was poured into the vessel that 
she listed heavily and was prevented 
from capsizing only by her moorings. 
Much apprehension was caused by a re- 
port that the Carmania had one thou- 
sand barrels of oil aboard. 

The whole dining and reception sa- 
loons and a great portion of the su- 
perstructure were destroyed. Repairs 
will likely occupy a couple of months. 


BELGIAN ELECTIONS 
MARKED BY RIOTING 


Brussels June 2.—The parliamentary 
elections held throughout Belgium to- 
day were of special importance as the 
final chapter in the long struggle be- 
tween the clericals—the government 
party and the liberal-socialist combine 
Over the school question. The clericals 
have been in power uninterruptedly for 
28 vears, but their majority in the out- 
going chamber had dwindled to six.

Disturbances occurred several 
parts of the city tonight. Rioters 
broke windows in the Catholic Club, 
and the police charged repeatedly, fir- 
ing in the air. The mob was only dis- 
persed by the use of a fire hose. Sev- 
eral persons were injured. 

Disorders also occurred at Ghent and 
more serious rioting is feared tomor- 
row. The government has mobilized 
troops and gendarmes and called on 
three sections of the reserves, number- 
ing 3,000 men.

ROOT IS BANNED 
BY GOV.M’GOVERN 


Wisconsin Executive Says New 
Yorker Mustn’t Preside at 
G. O. P. Convention. 


Wis., June 2.—4Governor 
Francis Me‘iiecvern, of Wisconsin, 
chairman of the Wisconsin delegation 
to the republican national convention, 
in a telegram today answering an ap- 
peal by William Barnes, Jr., of New 
York, refused the support of Wisconsin 
for Senator Elihu Root as temporary 
chairman of the convention.

When the police reached the spot 
where Smith was killed he was lying 
on his left side. He clutched a cig- 
arette paper in one hand and a sack of 
tobacco in the other. To all appear 
seemed like a drunken man, 
but when he was turned over by Call 
Officers Hood and Watson the horrible 
wound in the right eye was revealed. 
There were no brulses about the other 
parts of the face, but when the body 
was placed on a table at the under- 
taking shop an ugly braise was dis- 
covered just above the Kneecap on the 
right leg. There were other bruises 
al which would indicate 
that Smith was struck by a street car 
or an automobile. 

The first report made by the police 
was to the effect that Smith was 
Struck by an automobdile, and this ap- 
pears to be borne out by recent devel- 
opments. Hilliard street was not de- 
serted at the time of the killing, and 
a number of stragglers were wending 
their way through Decatur street to 
their homes. A number of persons 
recollect seeing Smith walking in the 
direction of Hilliard street, but no one 
remembers seeing any one fleeing 
through either of the thoroughfares. 

Work on Murder Theory. 

The detectives are working on the 
murder theory in view of the state- 
ments made by the negro Lindsay, who 
was sitting on a chicken coop in front 
of the Silverman store almost within 
arm's reach of the spot where Smith 
fell dead. He told Assistant Chief Jett 
that he heard a groan and saw Smith 
fall, but he did not see any one within 
striking distance. The detectives argue 
that it would have been possible for 
the murderer to strike the blow in 
Hilliard street and for Smith to stag- 
ger and fall on the crossing. In this 
case the murderer would have been 
concealed in the darkness and could 
have walked leisurely away. 

“I was with Smith during the early 
part of the night; in fact, I left nim 
at 242% Decatur street about an hour 
and a half before he was killed.” ex- 
Plained Lee Anglin, of 48 Savannah 
street. “He told me that he was going 
into a restaurant to get something to 
eat and then go home. I am positive 
that he did not have any trouble with 
any one while I was with him, and I 
know that he was not drinking very 
much,”

The gash on the leg was 
caused by being struck oy tue hub of 
the wheel.”

HOW ROOSEVELT __ 
“GOT THE BEANS" — 


The Colonel Tells a Story ta 
Illustrate How He Gets 
Things Done. 


By Jehu Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—-4 
One of the proud boasts of Mr. Roosed4 
velt is that “I took the isthmus.” By 
this transaction the United States gov- 
ernment secured the canal zone for @ 
bare $10,000,000 paid to the Panama~ 
nian e government. Some sensitive 
statesmen here feel that this transac- 
tion was not entirely creditable to this 
government ang have been exerting, 
themselves ever since to have us make 
restitution to Colombia. They charged 
that the Panama revulution was plot- 
ted and put through in, Washington 
and New York. 

The explanation of Mr. Roosevelt is 
that he might have made a perfectly, 
eloquent appeal to congress to do the 
thing and forty years more would 
have elapsed before the canal was 
dug.

“I foung a commissary officer and 
he asked what i wanted, ang I told 
him I wanted what | could get. He 
told me to look around, and 1 did, and 
pretty soon I foung a lot of beans on 
the shore—about 1,100 pounds, so [| 
came back and told him 1 wanted 1,100 
pounds of beans. Then he got out a 
little pamphlet of regulations, some-

“He said he was very sorry; that I 
could have the beans for the officers, 
but I could not have them for the 
men. I said that wouldn’t do, so I 
went away and I thought about it for 
a little while and then 1 came back 
with a requisition for 1,100 pounds of 
beals for the fofficers’ mess. Well, he 
said ot me, ‘@ome here, colonel, your 
officers cannot eat 1,100 pounds of 
beans.’ I said; ‘You don’t know what 
appetites they have. He said, ‘Well, 
P think I will have to send that requi- 
sition on to Washington.’ I said, ‘Cer- 
tainly, if you give me the Deans.’ He 
said, ‘I think they will hold it up 
out of your salary.

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MACON’S ANTI-NOISE CRUSADE. 


The city of Macon has only followed in the footsteps of other 
enlightened municipalities in enacting ordinances which seek, at 
all hours, to reduce to a minimum noises inseparable from city 
life. Not only has the council prohibited the use of the muffler 
cut-out on automobiles, but it has also passed regulations restricting 
noise by vendors of all wares until a reasonable hour in the morn- 
ing. As a result, residents of the Central City will be able to enjoy 
siumbers undisturbed up to at least 6:30 a. m. every day. 

Atlanta would do well to broaden her present ordinances aimed 
at holding the clash and clangor of life here to sensible proportions. 
There can be no question that, constantly, the race grows more 
highly organized from a nervous standpoint. Especially does the 
principle apply to people living in cities, where, in the very nature 
of things, noise is more confimuous and distracting than in the rural 
districts. To a certain extent, urban residents, following the infal- 
lible law of human adaptability, cultivate more or less of a tolerance 
for sounds that would break the sleep of the hardiest individual 
from the country. But the limit is at last reached and,-even where 
the urbanite is not conscious of it, nerves pay toll to noise in les- 
sened résistance and, inevitably, in lowered mental and physical 
power. 

The shrieking of locomotives at unearthly hours, the bawling of 
peddlers of their wares at the time when thousands of men, women 
and children are turning to those coveted “forty winks” of sleep 
which mean so much in the day’s work, are either unnecessary or 
can be so modified’ as to produce a minimum of discomfort. We 
do not have to acknowledge ourselves a clan of mollycoddles in 
order to take steps to abridge the noise nuisance. Conservation of 
human energy is among the first principles of racial.preservation. 
Abolishing superfluous city is a decided step in that direction.

IN STEEL INDUSTRY 
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Clarkston, some miles sme New York, June 2.—One of the most 


interesting features of the iron indus- 
is the inadequate supply of labor 
blast furnaces, coke ovens and 
| mines. Apparently, production has 
reached Ms full limit for the time be- 
ing, although specifications continue 
heavy and pressure for delivery of fin- 
ished materia] is unabated. It is nota 
question of wages, but foreign laborers 
nave been attracted by new develop- 
ments in Brazil. Another important 
feature is the movement among eastern 
furnaces against paying the prices de- 
manded for local ores and the placing 
of some contracts for South American 
ore. 

Activity continued in nearlv all 
branches of finished material last week 
and although new orders booked were 
less heavy than during preceding 
weeks the total volume of business in 
May was greater tha in April. Con- 
tracts for railroad equipment during 
the month called for 1,000,000 tons of 
finished products and it is estimated 
that the total contracts from all in- 
terests aggregated more than 2,000,000 
tons. Orders booked ‘y the United 
States Steel Corporation in May are 
estimated at 1,450,000 tons. : 

Railroad contracts included 416.000 
tons of rails, 41,000 cars, 540 locomo- 
tives and 60,000 tons of bridge mate- 
rial. Structural orderg placed by rail- 
roads were the heaviest gince June 
1910. 

The principal rail contracts last 
week included 30,000 tong of rails for 
the Illinois Central, 30,000 cars for the 
Pennsylvania railroad and 6,000 tons of 
bridge work for the St. Paul. 

Numerous contracts wore placed for 
steel buildings and highway bridges 
aggregating more than 20,000 tons.

Little Doing in Stock Market 
Last Week—Spirit of Cau- 
tion Is Manifest. 


New York, June 2.—There was &a 
further growth of the tendency to dull- 
ness and heaviness in last week's stock 
market speculations. The holiday in 
Europe Monday and here Thursday 
partly accounted for the indisposition 
to extend speculative ventures. Politi- 
cal considerations played their. part 
also. “The effe€ét of the presidential 
campaign in halting the progress of 
Seneral business up to this time is re- 
pofMed to be slight, and this is an in- 
fluence in keeping up a certain confi- 
dence. But that business activity will 
continue unaffected by new elements in 
the political situation, which are along 
unexpected lines, begets sufficient 
doubt«to be accounted a factor in the 
halt of market conditions. 

A spiriteof caution is manifest still 
in mercantile demands for future stock. 
So persistent is this tendency, in spite 
of renewal and reorder business in a 
restrained way, that the question 
ariseg whether a permanent change in 
method has grown out-of the reliance 
On the manufagturer to carry stock, 
owing to the ability thus far to secure 
quick deliveries. This ability seem to 
be strained in the iron and stee). trade, 
where pressure is pronounced to. se- 
cure early deliveries on various grades 
of crude and semi-finished products. 

The fact that the railroads continue 
toeorder equipment is considered a 
good sign. Their necessities growing 
out of a long period of retrenchment 
explain this buying rather than any 
manifest growth of prosperity as 
shown by reports of earnings. April 
returns of net earnings of railroads 
show the pinch of heavy operating cost 
still in effect. Anthracite carriers were 
affected also by the suspension of min- 
ing during the month. 

Further reports of heat c:op dam- 
age, belated planting of spring crops 
and the undetermined extent ef the 
flood damage to cotton planting made 
the agricultural prospect a factor in 
holding speculation in suspense. Higher 
prices for meat and for anthracite and 
movements of official Investigation, w- 
gether with the proceedings of various 
hearings and prosecutions for trust 
law violations figured in the stock 
market subjects for disc'ission. 

Preparations for varioussimportant 
bond and capita] issue: is taking up 
attention in the financial district, to 
the exclusion of active interest in the 
stock market. New gtock ind bond Is- 
sues of smaller corporations are being 
offered constantly in New York finan- 
ctal institutions to a large aggregate 
amount. Last week a London stock 
market settlement induced stringency 
that threw some liquidation upon 
New York market. Berlin also looks 
forward to a squeeze at the end of this 
month, and is still partly dependent on 
credits of this market to carry it 
through that period. The necessities 
which must be provided for in that 
time probably suffice to explain the 
cautious attitude in holging open obli- 
gations for speculative @ommitments.

BIRDMAN KILLED

When the daughter of the fabulous- 
ly ich erstwhile American, Bradley 
Martin, married the Earl of Craven 
she no doubt imagined that she was 
allying her plebeian American house 
with some of the bluest blood In Eng- 
land. Nothing’ could be more removed 
from the truth. Up toa few years ago 
a visitor to the Yorkshire village of 
Appletrewick might have seena single- 
story hovel which housed the founder 
of the fortunes o¢ the proud Cravens, 

Only three generations separate the 
young Craven who came to [London 
from the humble cottage and the pres- 
ent noble earl, captain #6f the veoman 
of the guard, in pérsonal attendance 
upon an English king, the possessor 
of untold American dollars. and the 
Owner of one of the finest mansions 
in Mayfair. Williagn Craven, the son 
of a husbandman, came to London in 
@ carrier's cart with little or no mone, 
in his pockets. Before ha died he be- 
came lord mayor of the world's great- 
egt city. His eldest son won fame 
a soldier, became the intimate friend 
of his king, and was crented. in turn, 
baron, viscount and earl of Craven. 
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From a Yorkshire’ Tradesman. 

No more distinguished family exists 
in England today than that of Ripon. 
The present holder of the title, to Bé 
sure, is chiefly Known to the publi¢ 
as one of the finest game shots in the 
world, but his father who died at a 
great age three vears ago, established 
a record as a cabinet office holder that 
future British politicians will find {t 
hard t» equal. For fifty years he held 
a job in every liberal government with 
a single exception. The exception can 
be understood when it is known that 
during Mr. Gladstone’s second term 
as premier the Marquis of Ripon was 
governing India. There was hardly 
a position in the British cabinet that 
he did not fill at one time or another. 
He was secretary of. state for war 
twice, for the colonies twice, and presi- 
dent of the council a couple of times. 
PHe was secretary of state for India, 
lord of the admiralty and lord privy 
seal, He became such a fixture in 
public life that -the liberal leaders 
hated to break with him and from 
force of habit included him in their 
governments. Only death, at the age 
of 83, broke his firm hold on office. 

Yet this great peer was descended 
from humble Yorkshire tradesmen by 
the famillar name of Robinson, who 
became established in York. They 
were a shrewd family, however, and 
almost without exception added to 
their fortunes or watered their red 
blood vith blue by alliances witis 
many of the oldest families in the 
north of England.

ILATE APPLICATIONS 


OF FERTILIZERS 


Of course many farmers were un- 
able to prepare their lands and put ‘n 
their fertilizers a week or two be- 
fore planting, and they did not take 
time to apply them even at planting 
time, expecting to do so during the 
growing period of the crop. I note 
that some writers who occupy high 
positions are advising that the usual 
mixture of acid phosphate, cottonseed 
meal (or blood, or fish) and potash 
salts be divided into two or more 
portions and applied successively 48 
cultivation of the’ crops proceed. I 
dislike to differ with these men, but 
wish to say that I “tried out” the 
method of divided doses of fertilizers 
most thoroughly. while in charge of 
the Georgia Experiment Station, ‘the 
experiments extending over five or six 
years and covering a variety of soils 
and conditions. Reference is here to 
the usual mixtures as described above, 
nitrate of solda and sulphate of am- 
monia not being included. The exper!l- 
ments varied greatly in detail. Some 
plots received all of their quota a 
week or more before planting. others 
received all at the time of planting; 
still others one-third before planting, 
one-third at the time of planting and 
one-third at first or second plowing. 
The results showed a remarkable 
agreement. In no case, and in no year, 
were they favorable to divided and in- 
tercultura] applications. On the con- 
trary all results pointed to the conclu- 
sion that the best time to apply fer- 
tilizers containing acid phosphates, 
cottonseed meal, dried blood, etc. 1s 
before planting. How long before 
planting has not been definitely de- 
termined, but it is probable that not 
less than one week or as much longer 
as may suit conventence—referring 
now to acid phosphates and potash 
salts, It is now well settled that these 
two ingredients are not dissolved and 
carried away by the leaching process, 
but remain in the soil until taken up 
as food by plants. Of course !f the 
surface soil be bodily washed away by 
a current of water whatever the soll 
contains goes with it. 

; Slowly Available. 

But granting that in one week's time 
the phosphoric acid and potash in the 
usg@gpl from will commence to be avail- 
able, as a result of chemical changes 
which they undergo. this change is 
gradual and extends over a consider- 
able period. Moreover the same is true 
in regard to the organic niteogenous 
ingredients used in connection with 
acid phosphates and potash salts. These 
require even a longer time before they 
commence to yield up to the crop the 
all-important nitrogen. I have said 
that in my opinion cottonseed meal 
does not commence to respond to the 
needs of a crop in less than two weeks 
and during this period, and perhaps 
longer, the decomposing process is ac- 
tually harmful to the germinating 
seeds, and possibly to the very tender 
rootlets that immediately follow germ- 
ination. I made the discovery in 1877 
that decomposing cottonseed meal was 
exceptionally harmful to the germinat- 
ing process, especially in the case of 
corn and most garden seeds. How it 
does the injury I know not, but I 


furrow the seed and the once so popu- 
lar “Gossypium Phospho” of the la- 
mented Geo. W. Scott. Every seed so 
sown was killed tn embryo and I was 
first impressed that my seedsman had 
imposed old and worthless seeds on 
me. But I learned better, later, in dis- 
covering that it was the cottonseed 
meal that did the mischief. 
How About Tankage? 

Whether the decomposition of these 
is particularly harmful to germinat- 
Ing sé@ds I am not prepared to say, 
but I would be afraid to risk applying 
eicher of them in any considerable 
quantity in the same furrow with 
small seeds. 

But to return to the main line: If 
it be important that the mixed fer- 
tilizers as already described, contain- 
ing acid phosphates, potash salts, shall 
be applied before planting, and this

As to Nitrate of Soda. 

But the objection to broken doses 
does not apply to nitrate of soda nor 
to sulphate of ammonia. Indeed, these 
should not be applied before planting, 
and never in full quantity at any one 
time, unless the amount determined 
upon be less than 100 pounds per acre, 
because these are at once available, 
especially the nitrate, and if applied in 
large quantity at any one time than 
the plants can quickly appropriate the 
surplus is liable.to be bleached out 
of the soil by heavy rains, 

So I think it unwise for a farmer to, 
hold back his acid phosphate and pot- 
ash fertilizer that he may apply it at 
a later period. Let it go into the 
ground and commence undergoing the 
Chemical changes that are necessary 
before the plant roots can assimilate it.

FATAL CATTLE DISEASE, 

M. B. R., Pickens, 8. C.—One of my 
neighbors has had two very fine cows 
to die. The first cow died about four 
weeks ago, and I helped to open her 
to see the condition of her insides. 
She wag full of water. There was at 
least ten gallons of yellow water 
around her entrails. My neighbor then 
bought the next cow from me and 
put her in the same pasture, there is 
some standing water in the pasture, 
and she Was taken just like the first 
One, Wont eat anything and scours and 
Strains very hard and jookg like she is 
very badly swollen. I told my neigh- 
bor that | would tap her; so we de- 
cided to try it. She was just as full 
of water as the first one. We drained 
about four gallong of water and never 
Bot near all of it. Please let me know 
what kind of a disease it ig . Is it con- 
tagioug among cattle. 

Anmswer—I am not able to make any 
diagnosis that ts at all satisfactory 
even to myself. The only symptoms you 
describe are the presence of a large 
quantity of yellow water in the ab- 
domina] cavity and the straining diar- 
rhoea. I suspect that the disease was 
authrax (charbra), a very deadly dis- 
ease and one that doeg not yield to 
treatment. But it would require either 
a better description, including length 
of time after the disease was manifest 
and deatn, the condition of the spleen 
(milt) and other internal crgans, etc. 

The only thing that could be done is 
of a preventative chara¢ter, such as 
burning or burying very deep of the 
carcasses Of animals that die of the 
disease, and the inoculation of those 
not affected with authrax anti-toxin.

Enoch Barnett, veterinarian of your 
ar ems station, Clemson College, 

COLT WILL NOT BAT. 

A. J. M. Alley, Ga.—I have a colt 
about 1% years old that will not eat 
anything but a few oats. It is very 
poor. If you can give me a remedy to 
make it eat I will appreciate same. 

Amswer—It is barely possible that 
your colt ts infested with wormg in 
the intestines. Oats are an excellent 
grain feed for colts. In fact it is the 
Only grain that is considered just the 
food for them. But pasturage is about 
as necessary as the manger feed. You 
Say nothing to indicate whether it has 
the run of a good pasture and good, 
wholesome water. For a tonic and an- 
petizer try the following: Powder and 
mix 1 ounce each of copperas and cin- 
chona bark and divide i to 12 powders 
one to be given every night and morn- 
ing in a small bran 3u or in what- 
ever it will freely eat. Be sure to let 
the colt ave pasture. Try middlings, 
chops, shorts and bran, but give but 
little corn and only such water as y;ou 
provide for your household. 


SPAVIN REMEDY, 

Mre, E. W. L., Albany, Ga.—About 
three weeks ago you printed a remedy 
for spavin, I think it was to insert 
(?) and it would eat out the trouble 
I have a little horse with bone spavin 
on the right hind leg. Please give me 
the remedy. 

Answer—After the word “insert,” in 
your inquiry, there is a hiatus, which 
I am not able to supply. I do not re- 
call giving a remedy for spavin which 
involved the insertion of anything. 

Most cases of bone spavin refuse to 
yield to any treatment whatever. These 
incurable spavins are located high up 
or immediately against the back joint, 
When situated low down they are 
curable if the following treatment be 
applied: In the early stages where 
there ig acute inflammation give com- 
plete rest and apply cold water as 
constantly as possible for 3 or 4 days, 
This will ten@ to reduce inflamma- 
tion and relieve soreness. Then mix 
2 drams of cautharides and 1. dram 
of biniodide of mercury with 2 ozs. of 
lard. Rub some of it well in with 
the fingers, let remain 24 hours and 
then wash off and grease with clean 
lard. It is well to keep the animal's 
head tied up for 8 or 10 hours. Re- 
peat the blister ointment three or four 
times, once every two weeks. Give 
at least three months’ rest. If not 
then cured resort must be to the fir- 
ing iron.

It came from eating 
rats that were poisoned with match- 
heads. I just learned of late what 
it was. So r. “T. B. P.” just study 
a bit and see if I am right. Any «we 
with a valuable dog shoyld be ve y 
careful to Keep his dog tied or burn 
the dead rats, or bury them. Of course 
it is hard to find all o¢ the dead ones. 
The dogs will fing some of them when 
you cannot. I believe it will be gaf- 
est to use something else to poison 
with, You give a fine description of 
the cause, also. '

milk per day and she would give four 
if I could get her to eat. Other cows 
in the pasture get puffed and she looks 
as if she hadn't eaten anything scarce- 
ly.

I have been feed- 
ing on home raised corn and fodder, 
pea-vine hay, pea hulls and a while 
back, on rye and gave a % pound of 
salts yesterday and note that the bow- 
els moved freely and naturally. No 
mucus, Or worms, But note that the 
urine is a dark yellowish color. Also on 
examining mouth, note that the tongue 
has a yellow coat, which is different 
from other mules, If from the above 
description you,can prescribe,for me, 
will be greatly obliged. 

Amswer: The symptoms as far as 
given by you simply indicate a fever- 
ish condition, but the disease—if she 
has .any—is not sufficiently advanced 
or developed to enable me to say what 
the trouble ia. I would suggest that 
you give her a good purge, say a 
drench of 1% pints of raw Iin- 
seed oll, and when it has done its 
work, commence giving her the fol- 
lowing tonic treatment: Powder and 
mix 4 ogs. each of copperas and salt- 
oe and divide into 24 doses, one to 
e given in a small bran mash night 
and morning. I would also gradually 
change the ration so that in the course 
of a few days she will be getting a 
grain ration of one-half each of corn 
and oats. Also a feed of bran 3 or 4 
times a week.
